Chair Shriver introduced the commission-
ersand State Parks staff who were present and announced thefirst agendaitem.

Chair Shriver asked for amotion to approve these grove dedi cations. Motion Commissioner Scherman,
second Commissioner Warren. The commissionersvoted unanimously to adopt the resol utions establishing
these specia redwood groves.

AGENDA ITEM 4
DIRECTOR’S REPORT

Chair Shriver introduced State Parks Director Ruth Coleman to present her Director’ s Report.

Director Coleman noted that the commissioners had already received aprinted copy of her report, which
provided updates on current achievementsand challenges at California State Parks. The Director added
that shewould be using her timetoday to update the commissioners on two subjects on which there had

been significant devel opments since the printed report had been prepared.

Climate Change— Director Coleman reported that Governor Schwarzenegger had recently signedAs-
sembly Bill 32, the CaliforniaGloba Warming SolutionsAct of 2006. Thisnew law directs state agencies
totakeall possible actionsto minimize agencies contributionsto climate change. The Director noted that
State Parks staff had been brainstorming on the subject of climate change, with thefollowing results: State
Parkswould actively seek opportunitiesto strengthen the message delivered to the public through the
department’svarious educational venues, State Parks met and would continueto meet with potential
partnerstoidentify sourcesof private funding that could be employed through partnershipsto better deliver



information rel ated to climate change, and State Parkswould investigate methodsfor increasing growth
ratesinits 1.5 million acresof coastal redwood forest, thereby increasing carbon sequestration. The Di-
rector informed the commissionersthat therewere many roles California State Parks could play in mini-
mizing climate change and that they would be hearing more about thisin thefuture. Director Coleman also
suggested that the Commission conduct aworkshop to further explore creative methodsto address climate
change, and that to conserve resourcesthe workshop could be held in conjunction with the California State
Park Foundation’s Golden Poppy galahonoring the commissionersand former commissioners Joseph
Cotchett and Phil Tagami for their effortsto prevent the construction of the Foothill-South toll road through
San Onofre State Beach.

Chair Shriver recognized Commissioner Caryl Hart.

Commissioner Hart noted that she had been working with Director Coleman and State Parks Natural
Resources Division Chief Rick Rayburn to devel op aclimate changeinitiativefor CaliforniaState Parks.
Commissioner Hart suggested that the Commission establish acommittee on climate change, which she
volunteered to chair. The Commissioner added that climate change was an exceptionally pressing and
important issue, supported by studiesindicating that over 80% of Californiansbelieved climate changewas
amajor causefor concern.

Commissioner Hart echoed Director Coleman’s comments regarding the department’ s many acres of
redwood forest, adding that it was possible that California State Parks owned more ol d-growth redwood
forest than any other entity in the state. The Commissioner added that State Parks as an agency needed to
investigate methods by whichit could become carbon-neutral and explorethe possibility of contributing
carbon offsetsto the environment. Commissioner Hart al so stated that research had indicated that habitats
were changing along with the climate and that thiswasyet another seriousissuethat State Parks should
investigate. The Commissioner indicated that the subject would provide many challengesbut that she
looked forward to establishing acommittee and facing these challenges.

Chair Shriver asked for amotion to establish aCommission committee on climate change.

Commissioner Hart moved that the Commission establish acommittee on climate change to addressthe
subjectsthat wereraised today and to plan for aCommission workshop on climate changein fall 2007.
The motion was seconded by Commissioner Paul Witt. The commissioners agreed to establish acommit-
tee on climate change and to devel op aclimate change workshop for thefall of 2007. Chair Shriver added
that other commissionerswho wished to join Caryl Hart on the committee should contact her directly.

Sunrise Powerlink Project in Anza-Borrego Desert State Par k — Director Coleman noted that the
commissioners had received amemo from Bradly Torgan, State Parks General Counsel, which outlined
recent actions by thefederal government to establish the National Interest Electric Transmission Corridor
and the effectsthis could have on the proposed Sunrise Powerlink project. Director Coleman thenintro-
duced Bradly Torgan, who provided an update for the commissioners.

Mr. Torgan stated that the federal government had recently established two National Interest Electric
Transmission Corridors, one of which crossed seven countiesin Southern California. Mr. Torgan explained
that although recent news stories on this subject made it appear that the designation of the corridor rein-
forced the casefor constructing Sunrise Powerlink, thiswasnot the case. He stated that while the estab-
lishment of the corridor could increase pressure on the CaliforniaPublic Utilities Commission to approve
Sunrise Powerlink, such pressure could not extend to any specific route through Anza-Borrego Desert
State Park because the establishment of the corridor created no new federal rightswith respect to state
land. Mr. Torgan provided abrief history of thefederal action and therelationship of thisaction to the
Public Utilities Commission. He explained that these actionsmay havelittlelegal relevance with respect to
either State Parks or the Commission, asthe act did not create aright of federal eminent domain over
statelands. Mr. Torgan further explained that arecent federal Department of Energy report stated that
routing of power transmission lineswould be subject to the consent of the appropriate federal or stateland



managing agency. He concluded that the establishment of the Nationa Interest Electric Transmission
Corridors made essentially no changesrelated to State Parks and the Sunrise Powerlink project: The
Commissionwastill identified asarespons ble agency should the project comebeforeitintheform of an
amendment to theAnza-Borrego Desert State Park general plan, or asarequest to redesignate estab-
lished state wildernessareas. Mr. Torgan concluded that State Parkswould likely be submitting extensive
commentson the draft environmental impact report for the Sunrise Powerlink project.

Chair Shriver thanked Mr. Torgan and asked if the commissioners had any questionsfor Mr. Torgan or
Director Coleman. Therebeing none, Chair Shriver asked Commissioner Jack Baylisto comment onthe
recent dedi cation of Rio de LosAngeles State Park.

Commissioner Baylisstated that April 20th, 2007 was an exciting day for CaliforniaState Parksand the
City of LosAngeles. The Commissioner noted that the City of LosAngeles, in partnership with the County
of LosAngelesand others, wasengaged in aproject to revitalize the L osAngel es River. Commissioner
Baylisdescribed how Director Ruth Coleman and LosAngelesMayor Antonio Villaraigosahad partici-
pated in aribbon-cutting ceremony that christened Rio de LosAngel es Sate Park on the site of what was
onceanindustrial “brownfield,” making avery important contribution to the LosAngelesRiver project.
Commissioner Bayliscommended the effortsof CaliforniaState Parksin thisachievement.

Chair Shriver agreed that the opening of thispark wasbig newsfor the City of LosAngeles.

Chair Shriver made several commentson the printed Director’s Report, joking that the report included a
photograph of CaliforniasFirst Lady, Maria Shriver, and that the practice of including such photosshould
continue (Chair Shriver istheFirst Lady’sbrother). Commissioner Caryl Hart remarked that her photo
also appeared in the Director’ sReport, which caused Chair Shriver to joke about the serious nature of
today’ smeeting, adding that hisphoto had not been included inthereport.

AGENDA ITEM5:
PUBLIC HEARING

Chair Shriver opened the public hearing portion of the meeting at 9:25 am. The Chair requested that
speakersregister if they wished to addressthe Commission, and then introduced Wayne Woodroof, Chief
of State Parks' Planning Division, to provide abrief report on the agendaitemsrelated to Sonoma Coast
State Beach. The Chair and staff elected to address agendaitem 5B prior to consideration of item 5A.

ITEM5B:
Consideration and action on the Department of Parks and Recreation’s
recommendation for approval of a Preliminary General Plan and Draft Environmental
Impact Report for Sonoma Coast State Beach

Wayne Woodroof, Chief of State Parks' Planning Division, explained that there weretwo actions before
the Commission concerning Sonoma Coast State Beach, and that hewould first present for the Commis-
sion’scons deration the proposal to adopt ageneral planfor thisunit.

Mr. Woodroof noted that the commissioners had received copiesof the draft general plan, whichincluded
the project’senvironmental impact report, public comment letters, and State Parks' responsesto those
letters. He al so noted that the Commission had taken part in abriefing on the general plan during the
previousday’svisit to SonomaCoast State Beach.

Mr. Woodroof then provided abrief history of the process employed to devel op the Sonoma Coast State
Beach general plan. He explained that the general plan process began in 2003, when the property con-
sisted of 19 milesof coastline and was only acollection of beach and small day use areas. Mr. Woodroof
also explained that in theinterim State Parks had acquired what was known asthe Willow Creek property,
which added amost 3,400 inland acresto the existing coastal property. He provided details of how State



Parksthen reconsidered its plansfor this park, which after the Willow Creek acquisition consisted of
nearly 10,000 acres, and how public meetingswere employed to assess possible public usesfor the park.
Mr. Woodroof addressed the potential for providing public accessto previously inaccessible areas, and the
protection of species habitat and other sensitive resourceswithin thiswatershed. He specified that the
general plan was conceptual in nature, and that prior to the devel opment of specific projectsthorough
studieswould be conducted in compliancewith the CaliforniaEnvironmental Quality Act. Mr. Woodroof
also noted that the proposed general plan did not providefor continued grazing of animalswithinthe park.

Mr. Woodroof spoke of theimportant partnershipswith the LandPaths organi zation and the State Coastal
Conservancy that alowed portions of theWillow Creek property to be opened to the public viaapermit
processwell in advance of the availability of staff to managethisarea. He also mentioned the benefits
provided by the organization Stewards of the Coast and Redwoods, which provided regular docent-lead
hikeson theWillow Creek property for those who may not havethetimeto apply for apermit. Mr. Woo-
droof asked the Chair to consider the resol ution to adopt the general plan for Sonoma Coast State Beach.

Chair Shriver explained that the Commission would now hear public comment on thisitem. He added that
the Commission welcomed public comment, and he requested that speakersrecognizethe Chair’ sauthor-
ity with regard to conduct of the meeting, and noted that speakerswould be limited to three minutes each.
The Chair then called ten regi stered speakers and one unregi stered speaker on thisagendaitem.

After thelast speaker, Chair Shriver asked if there were any additional registered speakersor any unreg-
istered speakers on thisagendaitem. There being none, Chair Shriver closed public comment on agenda
item 5B at 10:01 am. The Chair then opened thisitem for discussion by the Commission.

Commissioner SophiaScherman noted that during the Commission’sfield trip to SonomaCoast State
Beach she had been impressed with the coastal areas but even moreimpressed with the wealth of inland
property that could be opened to public use.

Commissioner AcquanettaWarren stated that growing up in LosAngelesher only chancesto enjoy open
space had been at Girl Scout camp and visiting her grandmother in Alabama. The Commissioner noted
that her grandmother lived near alarge grove of trees, and she shared the special feelings she experi-
enced when visiting the grove. Commission Warren said that her visit to Sonoma Coast State Beach had
provided thissamefeeling, afeeling that she had not otherwi se experienced in along time. She added that
asamember of the State Park and Recreation Commission shefelt aresponsibility to sharethese specia
resourceswith all of California, and that it was her honor to do so.

Commission Jack Baylisnoted that public speskershad addressed the subject of identifying wild mush-
roomsand of water quality within the park. The Commissioner noted that he was pleased to hear com-
mentsfrom the public regarding not only public accessto the park but a so health and safety concerns. He
suggested that staff consider employing educational kiosksor other methodsto further educatevisitorson
theseimportant topics.

Commissioner Sophia Scherman stated that some of the members of the public who addressed the Com-
mission expressed their displeasure with the possibility that park access roads could be constructed near
their own private property. The Commissioner posed aquestion to those who objected: Where should park
accessroads be placed? She asked those who objected to devel opment to consider that increased access
to the park would be better for al, inthat it would spread use throughout the area. Commissioner Scher-
man also noted that as a state park this property was meant for everyone's enjoyment, not that of aselect
few. She encouraged those who obj ected to the devel opment of new accessroadsto not be selfishand to
work with State Parksto make thisawonderful placein their own backyards, accessibleto everyone.

Commissioner Caryl Hart noted that asaresident of Sonoma County she had been neighbor to many of
thosewho attended today’s meeting for almost 20 years. On behalf of the Commission and herself, Com-
missioner Hart expressed her sincerethanksto Brendon O’ Neil, Breck Parkman, LindaRath, and Rick
Royer of California State Parks, and she al so expressed her thanksto the many local residentswho volun-



teered so much of their timeto makethispark special. The Commissioner stated that shetreasured the
fact that thisland would be protected from logging, its creeks protected from further erosion, and itsroad-
ways converted to trails. She added that some of thiswas already taking place, and that she’ d recently
visited the park with Brendon O’ Neil to view work onretiring old roads, adding that State Parks had
recently received $900,000 from Caltransto continue thiswork. Regarding accessto the park, Commis-
sioner Hart noted that it wasimportant to balance the needs of all users, including the membersof the
public, both statewide and in Sonoma County, who had invested so much in thispark. The Commissioner
noted that with ageneral planin place park stakeholders could begin to work together to devel op opportu-
nitiesfor public use. She also noted that she had often enjoyed this park asauser, riding her horse, bicy-
cling, and hiking, adding that State Parkswasresponsiblefor balancing al of these uses. Commissioner
Hart al so noted that State Parkswas considering aproposal for staff housing that would allow for aper-
manent staff presence, which she hoped would alleviate some of the public use concerns expressed by
neighbors. The Commissioner listed her other concernsfor the park: The possibility of providing shuttle
servicefrom thetown of Occidental, repairing the park gateto provide accessfor equestrians and make
the entrance more park-like, rel ocating the maintenance yard, and working with the watershed to make
Willow Creek healthy. Commissioner Hart a so expressed her thanksto Craig Anderson and Jonathan
Glassof LandPaths, and to Michele Lunaof Stewards of the Coast and Redwoods. Commissioner Hart
concluded by saying that everyoneinvolved with the park had agreat deal to be thankful for. Shethanked
everyoneagain, adding that working with her neighborson thispark had been awonderful experience.

Commissioner Clint Eastwood stated that the subject of accessto the park should be addressed only after
thetraffic generated by park use had been evaluated, and that roads should not be built prior to establish-

ing the need for them. The Commissioner also noted that whileit wasrelatively easy to discussrelocating
the existing park maintenance yard, such aproject could be cost-prohibitive.

Chair Shriver noted that the current times placed many constraints on state park budgets. The Chair then
asked if therewasamotion to approve the Preliminary General Plan and Draft Environmental Impact
Report for Sonoma Coast State Beach. M otion Commissioner Hart, Second Chair Shriver. The Commis-
sionersvoted unanimously to adopt the resol ution to approve the Preliminary General Plan and Draft
Environmental Impact Report for Sonoma Coast State Beach.

ITEMS5A:
Consideration and action on the Department of Parks and Recreation’s recommendation
for reclassification of Sonoma Coast State Beach as Sonoma Coast State Park

Chair Shriver asked WayneWoodroof, Chief of State Parks Planning Division, to present thisagendaitem.

Mr. Woodroof explained that the Sonoma Coast State Beach property, anarrow strip along the coast, was
initially acquired by the statein 1934. He noted that with the recent addition of the Willow Creek acquisi-
tion, the park’sinland resources, both natural and cultural, had significantly increased in size. Mr. Wood-
roof further explained that during the process of acquiring the Willow Creek property and developing a
genera plan for Sonoma Coast State Beach, staff considered reclassifying the two combined propertiesas
astate park. He added that there was avery strong public support for thisreclassification and that State
Parkshad received no objectionsto thisproposal during the public meetings conducted for the new general
plan. Mr. Woodroof concluded that in addition to being more appropriate for apark with such vast inland
resources, the classification of “ state park” would provide ahigher level of protection for the park’sre-
sources. State Parkswas therefore recommending that the Commission change the classification of
Sonoma Coast State Beach from state beach to state park.

Chair Shriver called the one public speaker who had registered to comment on thisagendaitem.

In responseto the speaker’s comments, the Chair explained that park classifications represented different
land use designationsunder law, and that the classification of “ state park” would providethe highest level
of protection afforded apark property under state law. The Chair’sexplanation wasin responseto the



speaker’s concernsthat redesignating this property asa“ state park” rather than a“ state beach” would
bring grestly increased visitation, off-highway vehicles, and pollutionto the park. Chair Shriver reiterated
that the“ state park” classification would not affect thelevel of accessavailableto the public, but that it
would provideahigher level of resource protection for the property.

The Chair then asked if there were any other comments on thisagendaitem. There being none, the Chair
asked for amotion to approvethe proposal before the Commissionto reclassify SonomaCoast Beach asa
state park with the name Sonoma Coast State Park. M otion Commissioner Hart, second Commissioner
Scherman. The Commissionersvoted unanimously to adopt the resol ution reclassifying Sonoma Coast
State Beach as a state park with the name Sonoma Coast State Park.

ITEMS5C:
Consideration and action on the Department of Parks and Recreation’s recommendation
to classify the Cowell Ranch/John Marsh Home property as a State Historic Park

Chair Shriver asked Wayne Woodroof to introducethisagendaitem.

Mr. Woodroof provided background information on the Cowell Ranch/John Marsh Home property, includ-
ing how theoriginal acquisition consisted of only the Marsh homeand surrounding property, and how the
2002 acquisition of the Cowell Ranch increased the property’s size to approximately 3,650 acres. Mr.
Woodroof aso mentioned the property’s natural resources, and the vast cultural resourcesthat represented
almost 7,000 years of Native American occupation. He a so explained that agenera planfor thisproperty
was currently being devel oped, and that in consideration of the Marsh home structure and the extensive
cultura resourceson thesite, in conjunction with providing consideration to potential public usesof this
property, staff recommended classification of the unit asa“ state historic park.”

Chair Shriver called on Craig Bronson, Director of the City of Brentwood Department of Parksand Rec-
reation, who explained thecity’s partnership with California State Parks. Mr. Bronson expressed thecity’s
support for classifying the Cowell Ranch/John Marsh Home property asastate historic park. Mr. Bronson
also explained that the City of Brentwood wasfunding thegeneral plan that was currently in devel opment
for this property, and that the city had contracted with aconsultant to devel op the genera plan on behalf of
State Parks. Hethanked Craig Matson, Don Monahan and Brian Hickey of State Parksfor their assis-
tance and cooperation in mattersrel ated to the partnership.

Chair Shriver asked if therewere any other registered or unregistered speakersfor thisagendaitem.
Therebeing none, the Chair closed public comment on theitem and asked if there were any commentsor
guestionsfrom the commissioners. There being none, the Chair made amotionto reclassify the State
Parks property known asthe Cowell Ranch/John Marsh Home asa state historic park. Second Commis-
sioner Hart. The Commissionersvoted unanimoudly to adopt the resol ution classifying the Cowell Ranch/
John Marsh Home property asastate historic park.

ITEM5D:
Consent ltems

Chair Shriver explained that if there were no objectionsthe Commission could approve consent itemsall at
oncewithout discussion, adding that the commissioners had already received recommendationsto approve
the proposed concessionsitemsfrom the Commission’s Concessions, Enterprise & Fiscal Committee,
along with recommendationsfrom staff to approvethe balance of theitems. Chair Shriver then asked if
anyonewould likean item or items pulled from the consent list, and Commissioner Caryl Hart noted that
shewishedtodiscussitem 5D, 111, the CaliforniaRecreational Trails Committee request to namethetrail
corridor from San Francisco Bay to the Pacific Ocean (including the Skylineto the SeaTrail) the Tony
Look Trail in honor of thelate ClaudeA. “Tony” Look.

The Chair then asked if there were any objectionsto taking avote on the three remaining consent items



beforediscussing item 5D, I11. There being none, the Chair asked for amotion to approve consent agenda
items5D - 1,11, & IV. Motion Chair Shriver, Second Commissioner Scherman. The commissionersvoted
unanimoudly to approve each of thefollowing consent items as presented:

ITEM5D-I:
Determination that the concession contract for anew bed & breakfast-styleinn at the
1850 Franklin House is compatible with the classification and approved general plan for
Old Town San Diego State Historic Park

ITEM5D-1I:
Determination that the concession proposal for the sale of alcoholic beverages at the
new bed & breakfast-style inn at the 1850 Franklin House in Old Town San Diego State
Historic Park is consistent with Commission policy

ITEM5D-IV:
Concurrence on the Director’s appointment of OttilliaJ. Bier, Charlie Coggins, Jo Hord,
Robert C. Knight, Aleta Laurence, and Larry Paulsen to the Board of Directors of the
California Citrus State Historic Park Non-Profit Management Corporation

Consent item 5D, 111 Approval of the California Recreational Trails Committee request to name the
trail corridor from San Francisco Bay to the Pacific Ocean (including the Skyline to the Sea Trail)
the Tony Look Trail in honor of the late Claude A. “ Tony” Look, was pulled from the consent list at
therequest of Commissioner Caryl Hart.

A discussion took place amongst CommissionersHart and Warren, Chief Deputy Director Paul Romero,
and Chair Shriver. Commissioner Hart emphasi zed theimportance of the name Skylineto the SeaTrail
and referenced the Commission’spolicy that discouraged the naming of parksfor individuals. Mr. Romero
answered questions pertaining to the proposal and explained the significance of Tony Look’s contributions
to the SempervirensFund, the California Recresation Trails Committee, and the Skylineto the Sea Trail
itself. Commissioner Warren suggested that there were other methods by which Mr. Look could be hon-
ored, adding that asign on thetrail could be dedicated to hismemory and his contributions. Mr. Romero
asked if the commissionerswould consider such asignto be posted at each entranceto thetrail, towhich
Commission Hart replied in the affirmative. Commissioner Hart continued that as Tony L ook wasinvolved
with the establishment of thetrail, and the name* Skylineto the SeaTrail,” it wasunlikely that Mr. Look
would condone renaming thetrail after himself; she added that thisproposal could bein conflict with Mr.
Look’sown wishes. She added that shewould not want something similar to happen to her after her death,
towhich Chair Shriver responded, partialy injest, that therewould never beaCaryl Hart trail.

Mr. Romero stated that hewould refer thisitem back to the CaliforniaRecreational Trails Committee.
Chair Shriver reiterated that thisitem would bereferred back to the Trails Committee and that the State
Park and Recreation Commission would take no action on it at thistime.

ITEM 5E:
Discussion & possible action to address vacancies on existing Commission committees

Chair Shriver noted that the Commission’s Concessions, Enterprise & Fiscal Committee had one vacant
position a ong with member Commissioner Eastwood. The Chair noted that Commissioner Jack Baylishad
volunteered tojoin Commissioner Eastwood on thiscommittee, and , with concurrence from Commiss oner
Eastwood, Chair Shriver appointed Commissioner Jack Baylisto serve asthe second member of the
Commission’sConcessions, Enterprise, & Fiscad Committee.

Commissioner Caryl Hart noted that anew committee on climate change had a so been established. Chair
Shriver reminded the commissionersthat those who wished to join Commissioner Hart on thiscommittee
should contact Commissioner Hart or Director Coleman.



AGENDA ITEM6:
OPEN PUBLIC COMMENT

Chair Shriver introduced thisagendaitem, noting that this portion of the meeting served for the Commis-
sion to hear mattersthat were not on the agendabut fall within the Commission’sjurisdiction. The Chair
then called fiveregistered speakers.

Colleen Fernald, concerning renewabl e energy.

Gillian Greensite, concerning the return of the prohibition of off-lease dogsat Lighthouse Field State Beach
in SantaCruz.

John Klimaszewski, concerning Washoe M eadows State Park in El Dorado County near L ake Tahoe.
Lynne Paul son, concerning Washoe M eadows State Park in El Dorado County near Lake Tahoe.

Grant Weseman, concerning thereturn of the prohibition of off-leasedogsat Lighthouse Field State Beach
in SantaCruz.

After thespeakers testimony Chair Shriver asked if staff would liketo respond to thosewho commented
on the project to relocate portions of agolf coursein Washoe Meadows State Park.

Director Coleman referred the commissionersto thewritten Director’s Report they had received prior to
the meeting, noting that the report provided ageneral history of the proposed project to rel ocate aportion
of theexisting 18-holegolf course at Lake Valley State Recreation Areaadjacent to Washoe M eadows
State Park. The Director noted that the golf course generates about $600,000 in annual revenuefor Cali-
forniaState Parks, adding that therewere very few other opportunitiesfor affordable golfing inthe Lake
Tahoe area. She al so noted that the ongoing project to restorethe Truckee River required rel ocating some
of theexisting golf course holes. The Director explained that as California State Parks' mission included
both mandatesto provide natural resource protection and recreation opportunities, State Parkswaswork-
ing to develop aproject aternativethat would allow both, adding that the environmental impact report for
the project included the alternative of closing thegolf course. Shethen called on Kathryn Tobias, Sate
Parks Senior Staff Counsdl, to providefurther information.

Ms. Tobiasresponded to questions posed by the speakers. She noted that ageneral plan existed for Lake
Valley State Recreation Area, but that there was not ageneral plan for Washoe M eadows State Park. She
added that State Parkswas currently in the process of preparing environmental impact documentsfor the
golf courserelocation project. Ms. Tobias stated that astable and finite project description would be pro-
vided asrequired by law. She also stated that the project as described thus far would not necessarily be
thefinal project that would be proposed, and that other alternativeswould be considered. Ms. Tobias
explained that she had spoken with the members of the public that were present at today’ s meeting, and
that she would be communi cating with them to ensure that all feasible and reasonabl e project alternatives
wereincludedin thefinal documents prepared for the project.

Chair Shriver recognized Commissioner Jack Baylis.

Commissioner Baylisstated that he was aware that the Tahoe Regional Planning Agency (TRPA) was
oneof theleading agenciesin the U.S. in devel oping best management practicesrelated to water quality.
The Commissioner asked if State Parks staff had communi cated with TRPA, and if TRPA recommenda-
tionsand findingswere available on the subject.

Kathryn Tobiasreplied that it was her understanding that this project had involved extensive coordination
with other agenciesin the Tahoe Basin. Ms. Tobias added that she did not know if TRPA or othershad
taken aformal position on the project. She stated that she believed there had been general agreement on
theproject’sgoalsin termswater quality, and that all partiesagreed that asolution would haveto be devel -
oped for the erosion problemson the site. Ms. Tobias concluded that shewas not aware that aspecific
solution to resolvethewater quality issues had been proposed by any of the agenciesinvolved.
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Commissioner Baylis stated that helooked forward to hearing the recommendations proposed by partner
agenciesand staff.

Chair Shriver thanked staff and asked if there were any unregistered speakersfor open public comment.
The Chair recognized Carol Sklenicka, who thanked the commissionersfor today’s actions concerning
Sonoma Coast State Beach. Ms. Sklenickaal so noted that State Parks should proceed with caution when
developing projectsfor the park.

Therebeing no other speakersthe Chair closed open public comment.

As permitted Government Code section 11126(e) and specifically Government Code
section 11126(e)(2)(C)(i), which authorizes a state body to confer with legal counsel when
the state body has decided to initiate or is deciding whether or not to initiate litigation,
regarding a project approved by Tulare County to allow construction of two commercial
dairy operations near Colonel Allensworth State Historic Park.
